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That having been done, Liberalisma in Prussia is slowly 
reverting to its old channels. The Second Chamber has again 
entcred upon a controversy with the Crown with a view of 
legally marking off the area of its constitutional rights. By 
mutual agreement, the privilege of free speech, not very long 
since declared by the Supreme Court to have but a nominal 
exietence, has been conceded to its members. The power of 
the purse has, to some considerable extent, been asserted by 
it, and, by compromise, partially recognised by the Minister. 
‘The Representative House, however, wields even now no very 
plastic control over the policy of the Court and Cabinet, and 
is perhaps more alive to the necessity of warding off the 
encroachments of the Executive than of enlarging its own 
sphere of authority. 

The splendid suecess of Count Bismarck’s great military 
enterprise somewhat relaxed the rigidity of his Conservatism 
aml secured for him the indulgent regard of his bitterest 
political antagonists in Parliament. The failure of his health 
under the incessant and intense anxieties and the immense 
labour which his policy necessitated has also indisposed, and 
in some degree incapacitated, him for originating or sustaining 
active internal conflicts. For some time past, therefore, a 
tacit truce has been observed between Government and the 
Legislature, and such moderate advances as have been estab- 
lished by the latter have been gained without any violent 
collision with or humiliating victory over the former. A 
generally still atmosphere followed upon the period of terrific 
storms, and King and people, nobles and representatives, 
Yunkers and Liberals, drew together and enjoyed an interval 
of comparative rest.

Dr. Leonhardt had set down among the estimates

The question was fairly argued on its merits 
by Herr Falk, the Government Commissioner, who accepted 
the principle embodied in the amendments, but pleaded for 
exceptions when made to expedite business. The Minister of 
Justice started calmly enough on the same line ; but, whether 
or not provoked by anything he saw, or fancied he saw, on 
the benches opposite to him, unexpectedly assumed an air 
and tone of defiance. “ What is it you want?” he asked (we 
give the effect of his words, though obliged to abridge 
his sentences); “not the saving of money, but the doing 
away with Assistant Judges? You shall not have your will— 
I will take care of that. Don’t fancy I am a Liberal; I have 
no Liberal leanings whatever. I shall appoint these Assistant 
Judges; I shall order their daily allowances to be paid to 
them; I shall put them down in the account to you as 
amounts in excess of your grant. You may refuse to pay 
them, and so bring on a repetition of the old conflict. But, if 
so, don’t reproach the Government with having begun.” 

Of course, the House could not tamely submit to this threat 
from a novice. Herr Twesten vindicated its diguity in lofty, 
but, withal, scathing, terms. The Minister was evidently 
stung. He tried to tone down the arrogance of his first 
speech, but did not remove the impression it had made. The 
money he had asked for was refused by 192 votes to 160.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspoadcat.) 


Paris, Thursday, Doc. 10. 
We have had a somewhat exciting time of it during the past week. 
The extremely energetic steps taken by the Government to prevent 
the contemplated demonstration at the cemetery of Montmartre on 
Dec. 3 threw quiet people into a state of alarm, from which they 
had hardly recovered when rumours of war were again in the 
ascendant, arising out of the interminable Eastern question. At six 
o'clock on the morning of the 3rd orders were sent by the authorities 
to the different barracks in Paris for the troops to hold themselves 
in readiness for instant action, and the old debtors’ prison at Clichy, 
no great distance from Montmartre cemetery, was garrisoned by 






several hundred of the Garde de Paris. Some two or three 
thousand sergents-de ville took up their positions around the 
cemetery, all entrance to which was interdicted shortly after 


noon. Despite the drizzling rain, a crowd, attracted for the most 
by the sight of the precautions taken by the 
assembled on the outer boulevard, and were continually 
being required to move on by the police, who eventually ar , 
about seventy people.

The funeral of M. Berryer took place, on Monday, at Auger- 
ville, where the illustrious orator drew his last breath. The chief 
of the mourners, who were upwards of a thousand in number, assem- 
bled at the ancient chateau, an old ivy o’er-grown grey stone 
edifice, flanked by a couple of large towers, which rise from out a 
moat, built nearly four centuries since by the famous goldsmith of 
Charles VII., Jacques Coeur, by whom it was given as a marriage 
portion to his daughter Marie, and bought by M. Berryer some 
forty-four years ago of the Marquis de Bonnay. Not only were 
the Bars of Paris and the provinces represented on the occasion, but 
the English and “-lgian Bars sent deputations, as did the Institute 
and the Paris clergy. Many members of the Corps Législatif, and 
a considerable sprinkling of the old noblesse, were present, together 
with delegates from the societies of pen and printers, with 
whom M. Berryer had identified himself by powerful pleadings on 
their behalf. 

The resting-place which M. Berryer had selected for himself 
was the vault beneath the Chapel of the Virgin, in the little rastic 
church of Augerville, which had long been the burying-place of the 
lords of Augerville. It is divided into two compartments, one of 
which contains the coffin of the wife of M. Berryer and those of his 
parents and other relatives, whilst the other division of the vault is 
appropriated to the tombs of the Coeur family. At noon the coffin, 
covered with a flowing black cloth and surmounted by crowns of 
immortelles and the decorations of the deceased orator, was raised 
from the bed of state upon which it had been lying and transported 
to the centre of the lawn in front of the chateau. It having been 
the strongly-expressed wish of M. Berryer that the last words 
uttered over his body should be pronounced by a minister of the 
Church, the discourses, without which no public min is in France 
suffered to descend into the grave, were aow made, the speakers 
being M. de Sacy, inthe name of the Academy; M. Grevy, in the 
name of the Paris Bar; M. Marie, on behalf of the city of 
Marseilles, represented by M. Berryer in the Corps Législatif; 
M. Baraguet, on behalf of the Paris compositors; Mr. de Falloux 
in the name of deceased's friends; M. de Séze, as representing the 
provincial Bar; M. Bocher, in the name of the Orleans Princes; the 
Marquis de la Ferte, in the name of the Comte de Chambord, and 
Mr. Huddlestone, Judge-Advocate, on behalf of the foreign Bars.

Marshal M‘Mahon, Governor of Algeria, who has been visiting

The trial of the poisoners of Marseilles, after dragging through 
an entire week, has at length come to a close. The women Ville 
and Gabriel, accused of having caused the death of their husbands 
by the administration of poison, have been sentenced to hard labour 
for life, as have also their accomplices, Fanny Lambert, the fortane- 
teller, and Joye, the herbalist. The woman Salviago, likewise 
found guilty of poisoning her husband, gets off with twenty years’ 
penal servitude; and the remaining prisoners, Flayol ani Dye, 
who were accused of complicity in the assassination of Gabriel, 
whose wife was Madame Dye’s daughter, have -been aequitted. 
Attempts were made by both Dye an Gabriel to throw the guilt 
upon each other, and their advocates adopted a like course. The 
herbalist Joye, since his condemnation, has made a confession which 
fully justifies the verdict of the jury. Strangely enough, this man, 
as his defender informed the Court, seemed absolutely incapable of 
recognising the enormity of his crime, and could not conceive that a 
severer sentence than t months’ imprisonment could be by any 
possibility pronounced against him.

SWITZERLAND. 

The National Council and the Council of the Estates were 
opened on Monday. The Presidents of both thess bodies, in their 
inangural addresses, expressed the thanks of the Swiss people 
towards foreign countries for the sympathy shown by the latter 
at the distress caused in some cantons by the late inundations, 

On Tuesday the National Council approved the treaty of eom- 
merce with Austria; and the Council of the Estates the commercial 
treaty with Italy.

ITALY 


Signor Arrivabene has introduced a bill into the Chamber 
granting a pension of 2000f. a year to the widow of Monti, 
who was decapitated by the Papal Government on the 24th ult., 
and a pension of 1000f.a year to the father of Toznetti, who 
was executed at the same time. Throughout Italy subscriptions 
are being raised for the families of the two men, sums being voted 
in many cases by the municipal and communal authorities. The 
movement, too, has extended to the army, and the officers of two 
regiments at Bologna have subscribed 95of. 

The Chamber has determined, by a majority of 159 to 61, to 
spend eleven million francs upon the enlargement and improve- 
ment of the arsenal of Venice. There was a very animated debate, 
some members maintaining that Italy would profit little by the 
measure, and that Venice herself would be commercially injured. 
The Government held the contrary view, and had, in fact, intro- 
duced the proposal. 

A Royal decree has been published simplifying te organisition, 
forms, and regulations of the custom-houses, wit the object of 
facilitating the expedition and transit of merchandise and com- 
mercial operations generally.

GERMANY. 

Count Bismarck took part in a debate in the Prussian Parlia- 
ment on Wednesday, and announced that, owing to contidential 
negotiations which had been carried on, he should be in a position 
to introduce a bill at the next sitting of the North German Partia- 
ment for the amalgamation of the Prussian Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs with that of the Confederation. A resolution requesting 
the Government to adopt this step was afterwards passed. 

The Chamber of Deputies has sanctionei the Rhine Naviga- 
tion Convention between Prussia, Bavaria, Baden, Franca, Hesse, 
and the Netherlands, concluded on Oct. 17, 1868. 

The Wirtemberg Chambers were opened, yesterday week, by the 
King in person, who announced that several liberal measures were 
abovt to be introduced. 

AUSTRO-HUNGARY. 

The Emperor Francis Joseph has addressed an autograph letter 
to Baron von Beust, in which, in recognition of the latter's services 
and as a token of Imperial goodwill, his Majesty confers upon him 
the hereditary rank of Count. 

The new dual Constitution of the empire has passed suc- 
cessfully for this year through one of the chief difficulties which 
are likely to embarrass its regular working. The Austrian and 
Hungarian delegations have agreed, without any difference or 
dispute, to all the votes for the army, navy, and other “ common 
affairs ’’ of the two divisions of the empire. 

The Budget for 1869 was submitted, yesterday week, to the 
Hungarian Diet. The receipts are estimated at 170 million, the 
expenditure at 180 million florins; this includes the common 
deficit, which it is proposed to cover by the sale of Northern Rail- 
way shares, the collection of arrears of taxes, and by retrench- 
ment in the expenditure for the public service. 

On Monday the Lower House passed the Army Bill. 
limiting the powers of military courts was adopted, after a 
warm ‘ebate, in accordance with the Liberal amendments of Herr 
Deak. The draught of the Budget for 1869 was also agreed to, 
after a warm debate. 

Generals Klapka, Perczel, and Velter have been reinstated ia 
their military ranks as Generals in the Hungarian army. 

An Imperial decree has been published ordering that the law 
relative to the constitution of the Honved army shall at once come 
into operation. 

The appointment of the Archduke Joseph to the command of 
the Honveds has met with universal approval. 


TURKEY. 

A rupture of diplomatic relations between Turkey and Greece 
is imminent. The Porte has threatened to “act vigorously ’’’ against 
Greece if the latter Power continues to afford aid to the Cretan in- 
surgents, and has forwarded an ultimatum to Athens demanding 
ex! tions of the past ard guarantees as to the future. 

The latest advices from Constantinople are of a reassuring cha- 
racter. At the instance of the mediating Powers the Tarkish 
Government has consented to suspend the act of breaking off diplo- 
matic relations with Greece to the 17th inst. The English, French, 
and Russian Ministers at Athens have also handed a note to the |

THE UNITED STATES, 

Congress, which adjourned on Nov. 10, reassembled on Monday, 
and there was a full attendance of members in both Houses. 

In the House of Raqeemnatnes a joint resolution asking the 
President to recall Mr. Reverdy Johnson was introduced and 
veferred to the Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

The following is a summary of the Presidential Message, which 
was delivered on Tuesday :— 

_ Mr. Johnson again calls the attention of Congress to the con- 
tinued disorganisation of the country under the various laws on the 
subject of reconstruction, which, after three years’ trial, have 
failed, and proved pernicious in their results. He adds:—* Three 
States are still denied representation in Congress, contrary to the 
explicit terms of the Constitution. The attempt to place the white 
population of the South under the domination of negroes has im- 
paired the kindly relations poneoney existing, and prevented the 
successful co-operation of the two races in industrial enterprises. 
aioe pettesing such baneful results should be abrogated. 
One hund million dollars are annually expended for a military 
foree which is principally used in enforcing these unnec and 
unconstitutional laws. Our commerce has diminished and our 
industrial interests are languishing, and only wise legislation and 
retrenchment can remedy these evils. 

“The financial condition of the country clearly indicates the 
necessity of withdrawing the paper money and of returning to 
specie payments at the earliest possible moment. 

we total receipts from the customs, internal revenue, and 
other sources for the fiscal year ending June 30 last were 
405,000,000 dols., thus reducing the mblic debt by 28,000,000 dols. ; 
but for the year ending Nov. 1, 1868, the debt shows an increase of 
35,000,000 dols. The estimated receipts for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1869, are 341,000,000 dols., and the estimated expenditure 
336,000,000 dols.; but the expenditure for the War Department 
curing the past three years has exceeded the estimate by 
175,000,000 dols. 

“*The army is now reduced to 48,000 men of all arms, and the 
Secretary of the War Department believes a further reduction of 
the infantry practicable. _ The naval force is now reduced to 206 
vessels, mounting 7040 guns.”’ 

Mr. Johnson cordially approves the policy of Congress towards 
the Indians. 

With regard to foreign countries, he says :—** Our foreign rela- 
tions are generally satisfactory. No particular regulations concern- 
ing the colonial trade and the fisheries can be accomplished until 
Congress expresses its judgment on the principles involved. Other 
questions, however, are open for adjustment between the United 
States and Great Britain. These relate to the rights of naturalised 
citizens, the title to the island of San Juan, and the claims of 
citizen subjects of both countries arising out of the late war. The 
negotiations upon these subjects are pending, and I am not without 
hope of being able to lay before the Senate during the present Session 
protocols calculated to bring to an end these justly excited and long 
existing controversies. The Paraguayan difficulties are undergoing 
investigation. Minister M‘Mahon will be fully sustained by a naval 
force in demanding explanations and redress from the Paraguayan 
Government. The Government of the Sandwich Islands is continually 
distuzbed by apprehensions of unfriendly political proceedings on 
the part of the United States. The reciprocity treaty lately con- 
cluded will restore confidence until the people of those islands, at 
no distant day, shall voluntarily apply for admission to the Union. 
Our relations with Mexico are marked by an increasing degree of 
mutual confidence. Explanations and satisfaction have been de- 
manded of the President of Hayti for the injuries sustained by 
American citizens. The policy adopted by the Administration in 
maintaining strict neutrality between the belligerents in Japan has 
becn frankly and fully sustained by the enlightened coneurrence of 
Great Britain, France, and other countries.”’ 

President Johnson recommends an amendment to the Consti- 
tution, which would provide for the election of the President and 
senators by the people direct, and also the limitation of the terms of 
office of the Federal Judges. 

The Message concludes with expressing a fervent hope that Pro- 
vidence will — Congress with wisdom and reverence for the 
Constitution, and grant a speedy return of happiness and prosperity 
to the whole country. 

A telegram from Washington states that, upon receiving the

The report of Mr. M‘Culloch, Secretary to the Treasury, 
submitted to Congress, announces that during the year ending 
Nov. 1 last the public debt of the United States increased by 
35,000,000 dollars. The receipts during the fiscal year ending 
lart June were through the Customs 164,000,000 dollars, and through 

Inland Revenue 190,000,000 dollars. He recommends Congress to 
declare all Government Bonds to be payable in coin, and the re- 
sumption of specie payments to take place on Jan. 1, 1871. He

Secretary M‘Culloch estimates the average civil 
expenses during the next ten years at 40,000,000 dollars annually.

Last Christmas the inmates of the Stockport nnion workhouse 
were regaled, as isusual at that season, with roast beef and plum- 
udding.

The guardians, 
however, at their weekly meeting on Monday decided to disallow 
gin-and-water, on the ground of its being illegal. 


A few days ago two persons from a neighbouring parish pre- 
sented themselves to a clergyman at Coleraine to be married. The 
ceremony proceeded as usual until the bridegroom was asked to 
subscribe his name in the registry, when, to the consternation of 
his bride and the assembled friends, he began to compliment the 
minister in the most absurd manner as to the size of his head and 
to the intellectual powers which that fact showed he possessed. He 
then snatched up his hat and fled from the church—all his acts 
being clearly those of a madman, although he appeared to be per- 
fectly sane when he went to the church. He took refuge ina 
house near at hand, and terrified the inmates so much that the 
police were sent for. The unfortunate man was then secured. 


The Duke of Northumberland presided at a large and influential 
meeting in aid of the Royal Albert Idiot Asylum for the Northern 
Counties, Lancaster, held in the Assembly Rooras, Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, yesterday week. The noble chairman, -in his opening 
remarks, expressed his sincere and full concurreuce in the object of 
the meeting, his conviction of the necessity of the undertaking, and 
made an earnest appeal for support to the institution, as one that 
would confer a great blessing upon humanity. Dr. de Vitré having 
entered into a full explanation of the origin, objects, and organisa- 
tien of the Royal Albert Asylum, the Right Hon. Lord Ravensworth, 
in an eloquent speech, moved, Sir W. G. Armstrong seconded, and 
Mr. W. J. Garnett supported, a resolution pledging the meeting 
to vigorous ¢fforts on behalf of the institution. The Duke of 
Northumberland contributed £100; Sir W. G. Armstrong, £50; 
Lord Ravensworth, £20; Messrs, Woods and Co., £10 10s. annually ; 
and other Gonations and subscriptions were announced. 








THE GALE. 


The gale of Sunday night was very destructive, both in London 
and the provinces. Trees were torn up in the parks, and in 
different parts of the metropolis houses were unroofed and chimney- 
stacks blown down; but, happily, no lives were lost. There have 
also been serious losses in the river and in the docks by collisions 
among the shipping, barges, and boats. 

Wrecks, most of them attended with loss of life, are reported 
from Plymouth, Penzance, Ramsgate, Wick, and other places, 
Among the losses reported is that of the steam-ship Hibernia, 
from New York for the Clyde, which went down off the Irish coast. 
The crew and passengers took to the boats, one of which, however, 
sank, with ali on board—thirty-three persons. 

The life-boats of the National Life-Boat Institution were instru- 
mental in rendering good service to the crews of distressed vessels. 
The John Ashbury life-boat at Portmadoc, North Wales, went out 
through a heavy sea and rescued eighteen persons from the ship 
Castilian, of London, which had gone ashore on Portmadoc bar. 
The life-boat Lord Murray, stationed at Campbeltown, N.B., suc- 
ceeded in taking off the crew of fifteen men of the barque, William 
Gillies, which was in a very perilous position near the rocks at 
Carraidale, a distance of thirteen miles from the life-boat station. 
The Richard Lewis life-boat, at Penzance, after two trials, with 
different crews, was the means of saving, under the most perilous 
circumstances, eight of the crew of the wrecked barque North 
Britain, of Southampton. On the first occasion the boat was cap- 
sized. She, however, immediately self-righted, and the men being, 
as usual, equipped with their cork life-belts, all regained the shore, 
although in a very exhausted state. Before the life-boat could 
reach the ship, the long-boat, with eleven men on board, was 
launched, and endeavoured to reach the shore, but it was quickly 
capsized and seven men were drowned, the other four being rescued 
with the greatest possible difficulty. The Commercial Traveller tife- 
boat, at Castletown, Isle of Man, was launched through a raging 
surf, and brought ashore the crew of five men of the schooner 
Vision, of Drogheda, which had struck on a reef of rocks. In 
every case the life-boats and their crews are reported to have 
behaved admirably, under the most trying circumstances. 





MR. PEABODY AND THE LONDON POOR. 


Mr. Peabody has addressed a letter to the trustees of his fund 
forthe benefit of the London poor, informing them that, in pursuance 
ef an intention which he has entertained since the creation of that 
fund, he is desirous of now adding to it a further sum of £100,000. 

**In contemplation of this,"" Mr. Peabody proceeds, ‘1 pur- 
chased, about three years ago, a tract of freehold building land of 
about fifteen acres in extent at Brixton, near the City of London 
School, easily accessible, and within a few minutes’ walk of fre- 
quent trains to and from London. This land has increased in 
value, and can now be let on building leases of eighty years at rents 
producing about 8 per cent per annum on the cost, which is 
£16,285 17s. 64. This land I propose to convey to you with the 
same powers as are conferred by the deed over the other property 
of this trust, and with discretion to you either to deal with it as a 
source of income by letting it or any portion of it on lease, or,. . 
should you deem it expedient, to retain it in your own hands as 
sites for dwellings to be erected by the trust. Purmant to my 
letter of Jan. 29, 1866, I transferred to you, subject to a contingency 
therein explained, 5000 shares in the Hucson’s Bay Company, which 
accordingly stand in your names, together with 642 additiona 
shares purchased by the reinvestment of the accruing income of 
the vious 5000. These 5642 shares I have since redeemed, 
comformably to the deed of April 19, 1866, by the payment of 
£100,000 on Feb. 1 last I have now to acquaint you that 
it is my intention, so coon as the necessary deeds can be pre- 
pared, to hand the shares over to you, to be retained or dealt with 
according to ba best judgment and discretion. The price of 
these shares shall be fixed on the 17th inst. by the Stock Exchange 
sales on that day, when I will hand to you a cheque for the 
balance, to make the gift a cash value of £100,000. is amount 
will incrcase my former donation of the second trust to £200,000, 
and, including my gift under the first trust, in March, 1862, of 
£150,000, a total of £350,000. I trust you will see manifested in 
this further donation an expression of my entire satisfaction with 
the manner in which you have conducted affairs of the trusts."’ 

Mr. Peabody's donations to the poor of London now amount to 
£350,900.

Few localities of England, memorable for their associations with 
great national events, are so calculated to excite our national pride 
or our feelings of loyalty as that which, opposite Gravesend, on the 
northern banks of the Thames, meets our view in passing to or from 
London on the river whose navigation Tilbury Fort commands. 
This fort, originally built as a mere block-house by Henry VIIL., 
was first fortified by Elizabeth, who formed here the famous 
camp traces of which remain in the neighbourhood. Here were the 
head-quarters of all the armies collected for the national defence. 
“It was a pleasant sight,’’ says Stow, ‘‘to behold the soldiers 
as they marched towards Tilbury, their cheerful countenances, 
courageous words and gestures, dancing and leaping wheresoever 
they came; and in the camp their utmost felicity was hope of fight 
with the enemy ; where ofttimes divers rumours rose of their foes’ 
approach, and that present battles would be given them; then were 
they joyful at such news, as if lusty giants were to run a race.” 
And the commander, though a woman, was worthy of such soldiers. 
In connection with Tilbury, Elizabeth is remembered—not as

the merciless oppressor of Mary Queen of Scots, nor as the vain 
coquette with whom no flattery could be too gross—but as a Sovereign 
who in the extremest hour of her country’s peril stepped forward, 
prepared to share with the humblest of her subjects the immediate 
as well as the remote perils, toils, and anxieties that actual war 
brings upon the actors in it. 

Putting on her armour and mounting her war-horse, with the 
truncheon of command in her hand, she addressed her “loving 
people ’’ at Tilbury :— 

** We have been persuaded by some that are careful of our safety 
to take heed how we commit ourselves to armed multitudes, for 
fear of treachery ; but I assure you I do not desire to live to distrust 
my faithful and loving people. Let tyrants fear, I have always so 
behaved myself that, under God, I have placed my chiefest strength 
and safeguard in the loyal hearts and goodwill of my subjects; 
and therefore I am come amongst you at this time not as for my 
recreations and sport, but being resolved, in the midst and heat of 
the battle, to live or die amongst you all—to lay down for my God,

for my kingdom, and for my people, my honour, and my blood 
even, in the dust. I know that I have but the body of a weak and 
feeble woman, but I have the heart of a King—and of a King 
England, too; and think foul scorn that Parma or Spain, or an 
Prince of Europe, should dare to invade the borders of my realms. 
To which, rather than any dishonour shall grow by me, I mysel 
will take up arms. I myself will be your General—the judge 
rewarder of every one of your virtues in the field. 

“T know already by your forwardness that you have deserved 
rewards and crowns; and we do assure you, on the word of 
Prince, they shall be duly paid you.’”’

The new Premicr has lost no time over the construction of his 
Cabinet. It has been so obvious to him, for months, that he 


would have to perform this task before Christmas that we may 
| reasonably conclude that his preparations were very forward, 
and that little remained to be done beyond arrangement and 
dovetailing. Indeed, most persons who attend to political 
matters could have furnished a list of the names that must 
necessarily have come into the Minister's roll-call, and it is 
only in regard to the places the owners would occupy that 
there could be much uncertainty. The oldest man in the new 
Cabinet is Lord Clarendon, born 1800; and, as matter of 
course, he eucceeds to Lord Stanley, as Foreign Minister, and 
has at once a grave subject to take in hand—the menace 
which the Porte sends to Athens. Next in age is the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Hatherley, hitherto known as Sir Page Wood, 
born 1801. This selection, we imagine, will at no distant date 
be reconsidered ; for the Chancellor, though an admirable 
lawyer, is no debater, and, as one of the Liberal paper: allows, 
to send him into the Lords to fight Lord Cairns on the Irish 
Church is like throwing a Christian to the lions of the arena 

The place was Sir Roundell Palmer's; but his views on that 
subject prevent his taking office until it shall be adjusted 

Meantime he affords to Europe the honourable spectacle of a 
man foregoing for the sake of a conviction the most splendid 
office in a First Minister's gift. Third on the seniority roll 
comes the Premier, born 1809, and at length in possession of 
the highest prize of an Englishman's ambition. Mr. Gladstone 
has to be re-elected for Greenwich ; and, though there is som 
mutter about an opposition, it is hardly likely that the 
Conservative chief will sanction what can b> an 
impertinence. 

Mr. Lowe and Mr. Bright date from 1811. The form>r is 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and will, of course, do his duty 
admirably ; but the public generally might have preferred his 
occupying a post in which his extraordinary elog uence could 
have had more opportunity for display; while some may wish 
that the department over which he has to preside were con- 
nected with one of the subjects which he has specially 
studied—education, for instance. But he was entitled te 
high office, and has obtained it. Mr. Bright has kissed his 
Queen's hands, and is President of the Board of Trade. He 
did not, we believe, desire place, but could h arily refuse te 
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lend his aid to those whom his exertions and his influence 
with certain clagses have done so much to put into office. 
His work will be of a nature agreeable to him, from his 
acquaintance with commerce; and, should he be seized with 
veal, there is ample room for the inauguration of reforms 
under the auspices-of the widely-spreading authority exer- 
cised by the Board. My. Cardwell, born 1813, takes fhe War 
Department, and must gird up his loins for battle ; for, though 
an able administrator, he has more than administration to 
manage. He has to carry out, in spite of a resolute opposi- 
tion at head-quarters and below, that plan of reorganisation 
which alone can put the Army in a state of efficiency. We 
hope that he will show himself strong enough to deal with the 
vested interests in uniforms. Lord Granville and Mr. Bruce, 
both born 1815, come next. The former is Colonial Secretary, 
and his acuteness, courtesy, and general accomplishment, will 
have scope in the multifarious engagements of his office—no 
new policy will be expected from him, the country recognising 
but one principalrule, the allowing the colonies to doas nearly 
as possible as they like without detriment to the prerogative. 
Mr. Bruce, absurdly rejected by Welshmen, will have a 
seat found for him by a more intelligent Constituency, and 
will be a Home Secretary of whom we have a right to augur 
well. He will be called upon to deal, as soon as may be, with 
the dangerous-classes preblem, and we trust is prepared to 
disavow the traditional absurdities of law which have hitherto 
prevented our dealing with a rogue except when he is caught 
in the commission of roguery, and to legislate on the prin- 
ciple that there are thousands among us who must be presumed 
guilty until they are very clearly indeed shown to be inno- 
cent. Sir Robert Collier, born 1817, is the new Attorney- 
General, and has not now his spurs to win, having served 
a long time before getting high place. Mr. Layard, who 
also dates from 1817, is Lord John Manners’s 
and our Edile. There is plenty to do in the way of 
beautifying London, and Mr. Layard boldness, and 
will, we hope, have influence enough in the right quarters to 
obtain money, in which case he will certainly make his mark.

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THE REVOLUTION IN 


Our Special Artist at Madrid has furnished this week’s Paper with 
an Illustration of the appearance of the ‘‘ Volunteers of Liberty’’ 
mounting guard at the portal of the Palacio de la Gobernacion, or 
Ministry of the Interior, in the Puerta del Sol. This irregular 
militia force, which the Provisional Government does not at all 
want for the defence of the capital, but which has been hastily 
organised to enlist the restless youth of Madrid and other cities, 


with muskets in their hands, under some kind of military 
discipline, resembles the Garde Mobile of Paris after the 
French Revolution of February, 1848. It would be, indeed, a 


deplorable result if the Spanish ‘‘ Volunteers of Liberty’’ should 
ultimately take the side of popular insurrection, 1s happened in 
June of that year with many of the Garde Mobile, and engage in a 
street conflict with the regular troops. We may hope for better 
things in Spain, but the agitated state of the town population and 
the continued uncertainty about the future government of that

country, with the intrigues and menaces of the ultra-Democratic 
faction, have a very perilousaspect. The Spanish revolution has been 
effected, not by the people, but by the soldiers and sailors, under 
such leaders as Prim, Serrano, and Topete. The city populace 
have not fought, but they have not the less usurped the prize of 
victory. For nearly two months the proletariat of Madrid and 
other towns has been living at free quarters under the specious 
appellation of a citizen force. Madrid numbered for some time- no 
less than 12,000 “* Volunteers of Freedom.’’ Perhaps one third of 
the original muster are still in arms, and it is with a view to bring 
these remaining battalions under control, or with the view of 
abolishing them altogether, that the scheme for their organisation 
has been issued by Senor Sagasta, the Home Minister. He pro- 
poses to “enlist and arm the Volunteers of Freedom in all the 
capitals of provinces, and in all those towns with a population

description may already happen to exist.’’ The enlistment is to 
be free and spontaneous, and none but persons of the most strictly 
respectable character are to be admitted, to the exclusion not only 
of those who may be under sentence or prosecution of criminal 
or correctional tribunals, but also of those who, “‘by public 
report, may be convicted of drunkenness, vagrancy, or immorality,’’ 
or who may have been guilty of “public manifestations or 
hostilities against the sovereignity of the nation, or against the 
powers emanating from it.”’ The volunteers are to wear no uni- 
forms; they are to have no connection with, or dependence on, the 
military establishmcnt; they and their officers are to be, in 
every respect, under subjection to the civil authorities; they are 
never to meet or to bear arms, even by order of their officers, without 
the sanction of the same civil authorities. Any infringement of the

SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 

The meeting of a new Parliament is not a very striking proceeding ; 
indeed, so to speak, it is rather higgledy-piggledy ; formemberdom 
to a great extent is wild, and develops itself in an appearance of 
personal discomfort. Neophytes do not know where to go; and the 
embarrassment which they suffer from not being aware what to do 
with their hats must be very painful. But when a new House of Com- 
mons meets without any Cabinet Ministers being present, confusion, if 
there is any, may be expected to become worse confounded. On the 
whole, however, the household-suffrage Parliament was not particu- 
larly uncouth and, so to speak, not so unlicked as might have been ex- 
pected. There was nothing specially democratic in its appearance, 
and nothing moblike in its behaviour. The very new members were 
docile, and most of them waited to see where old representatives 
whom they knew by sight, or who were pointed out, went, and how they 
demeaned themselves; and so order was as well preserved as when 
the Lower Chamber of the Legislature was chosen chiefly by £10 
middle-class voters. 

To descend a little to particulars, the Chamber of Peers was 
anything but gorgeous. ‘The Ministers, who were not Lords Com- 
missioners, probably out of compliment to their brethren who could 
not show their faces in the House of Commons, were absent to a 





man. The new Lord Chancellor, not yet being a Peer, seemed

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


; The new Parliament elected under the Reform Acts of the last 
two Seseions, being the eighth of Queen Victoria, was opened on 
Thursday by Royal Commission. 

A large owl assembled in New Palace-yard and Westminster 
Hall to await the arrival of the members, and there was som> 
ebullition of feeling as different notabilities made their appearance. 
As a rule, the supporters of the Government were ckeered, while 
Mr. Disraeli himself and several of the leading members of the late 
Government were slightly hissed. 

HOUSE OF LORDS.—Tuvuxrspay. 

The attendance of Peers was limited. There were only a few 
ladies present either in the body of the House or in the galleries, 
and but few strangers were present. The Royal Commissioners 
were the new Lord Chancellor, the Duke of Argyll, the Earl of 
Kimberley, Earl De Grey and Ripon, and Lord Sydney. 

The Lord Chancellor, having directed the Usher of the Black 
Rod to request the attendance of the House of Commons at the bar 
of the Lords, the Speaker, attended by a considerable of 
members, appeared. 

The Lord Chancellor (who did not wear his robes as a Peer, not 
having yet taken his seat) then said :—My Lords and Gentlemen, 
We have it in command from her Majesty to inform you that as 
soon as the members of both Houses are sworn in, the causes of her 
Majesty summoning Parliament will be declared ; and it is ne 
sary that you, Gentlemen of the House of Commons, should repair to 
the place where you are to sit, and there proceed to the choice of 
some proper person to be your Speaker, and that you present such 
person whom you shall so choose to-morrow at two o'clock for her 
Majesty’s Royal approval.

The best pair of Rouen 
ducks this year weighed 19} lb., the best cook turkey 33lb., and 
the best gander 37}lb.: so that the poultry promoters have not 
laboured in vain. Our first Illustration is Mr. Joshua H. Dawes'’s 
ten-month dark buff Cochin-China cockerel, which took the first 
prize and the cup in a class of 68; Mr. Frederick Crook's first 
silver-pencilled, and in fact nearly white, Brahma hen, above a 
year old, comes next.

FINE ARTS.

A new and more perfect arrangement of several classes of objects 
in the British Museum, particularly in the galleries of Grecian and 
Roman antiquities, is in course of being made under the direction 
of Mr. Newton. 


chronological sequence. The advantage gained in the way of 


instructiveness is especially apparent in the department of fictile | 


vases, Which, now that the Blacas Collection has been incorporated, 
illustrates the vase-painting of the various schools of antiquity in 
almost unbroken order from the earliest to the latest times. Many 
classes of objects are further arranged so as to be mutually illas- 
trative. Thus, the several fragments of ancient wall-paintings are 
laced in proximity ; the choicest art-bronzes are likewise assemled 
in two neighbouring cases—of their value some idea may be formed 
when we say that the contents of one of these cases, estimated 
according to recent prices, would be about £10,000; the remains 
illustrative of ancient weights and measures are grouped together, 
and so on with other sections of the national treasures. Several of 
the sculptures from Halicarnassus, Cnidus, Bedroum, and else- 
where, which have so long lain hidden under the portico of the 
Museum, are being transported into the galleries of antique 
marbles, preparatory to the removal of the unsightly hoarding 
which has too long disfigured the facgadeof the building. Why this 
hoarding was ever set up we are at a loss to imagine, seeing that it 
is now found there is room for the sculptures inside the building. 
Probably when they are brought in, the galleries will not be so 
crowded as those of the Louvre and other Continental museums, 
To gain room for the introduction of these some of the statues of the 
Townley and other collectionsare being shifted to new places. Among 


the principal sculptures thus being brought out is the colossal lion | 


of Cnidus, which has been placed where stood the equestrian statue 


called Caligula, which was purchased with the Farnese marbles. The | 


latter is now placed in the entrance corridor to the sculpture- 
galleries. Many of the sculptures from the Parthenon have been 
washed, and look considerably lighter for the operation. We 
assured that nothing but warm water has been used in the process, 
and no other solvent or detergent agent of any kind; and it is 
believed that no risk has been incurred to obtain the trifling gain 
secured. Itseemsto us possible, however (to say nothing of the risk 
eye all removals or meddling with the sculptures), that even 
in the abrasion necessary when only simple water is used there 
may be some danger of injuring the more polished surfaces of the 
limestone, which, time-hardened, still preserves the carving, the 
very touch of the chisel of Phidias and his scholars; but which, 
once damaged, would probably be susceptible of gradu dis- 
integration in the atmosphere of the Museum. The desirability, 
real or fancied, of future cleanings and the corroding influences of 
the London atmosphere are, however, being alike provided against, 
so far as concerns the reliefs of the frieze, by inclosing them under 
lass, in hermetically-sealed cases. A new inconvenience attends, 
owever, this ion, arising from obstructions to a distinct and 
complete view of the reliefs, occasioned by reflections from the 
windows and opposite wall, which could not be obviated by any in- 
clination of the . The Museum has recently acquired by purchase 
an interesting manuscript, with engraved early Dutch illustrations, 
which in many instances appear to have been printed on the 
pa intended for the caligrapher—a practice which is con- 
sidered by the Keeper to be unique, at least at the period. Among 
the designs are two fine specimens of Franz von Bocholt (which 
are far removed from the laboured, stiff style ascribed to the 
artist), and examples of Israel von Meckenen, Tenan van 
Wesel, Alart Claessen (Aart Klaaszoon), Binck von Cologne, the 
Master 8. von Brussell, &c. By the first-named artist is a beautiful

The set of designs to which the Salvator Mundi evidently belonged 
was formerly believed to comprise the Twelve Apostles only. This 
example completes the series, and was also unrecorded. 
The advantage to be secured to exhibitors at the new home of

At the apex the subjects are taken 
from the moral poem entitled “‘The Floure and the Leafe;”’ oa 
the dexter side, dreased in white, is the Lady of the Loafe and 
attendants; on the sinister side is the Lady of the Floure, dressed 
in green. In the spandrils adjoining are the arms of Chaucer. On 
the dexter side and on the sinister, Chaucer impaling those of 
(Roet) his wife. In the tracery above, the portrait of Chaucer 
occupies the centre, between that of Edward IIL. and Philippa, his 
wife; below them are Gower and John of Gaunt; anil abov, 
Wickliffe and Strode, his contemporaries. In the borders are dis- 
»osed the following arms alternately :—England, France, Hainvult, 
Pree = Castile, and Leon. At the base of the window are in- 
seribed the words, ‘“ Geoffrey Chaucer, died a.p- 1409;"' ani 
four lines selected from the poem entitled “ Balade of G»le 





| Counsaile.’’ This window has been executed by Messrs. Baillie aad 
Meyer. The designer is Mr. J. G. Waller.

The Registrar-Goneral gives the following return of births an1

In London the births of 2171 children (1136 boys and 1035 gicis) 
were registered in the week. In the commeneners weeks of ten

The deaths registered in London dw the week wore 1672. It 
wos the forty-ninth week of the year, and the average namber of 
deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of populatio 
1593. The deaths in the t return exceed by 79 the estim vte 
amount, and exceed by L111 the number recorded in the precedia 
week. The deaths from symotic diseases were 333, the corracte 
average number being 350. Eight deaths from smallpox, 31 from 
— 107 from scarlatina, 9 diphtheria, 45 from whooping- 
‘cough, 59 from fever, and 11 from diarrhea wore registerad. Oac 
hundred and ot deaths occurred from phthisis, 270 from 
bronchitis, and 121 from pneumonia. In the preceding waek the 
deaths fron: phthisis were 192, from bronchitis, 217, aad from 
pneumonia 110. Diseases of the braia and nervous sysiem proved 








fatal to 160 persons, and 9% persons died from diseases of the organs 
of circulation. The deaths of 3 children from burns or scalds, of 
2 sons from drowning, of 8 infants from suffocation, of 6 persona 
who committed suicide, and of 2 persons who were killed by horses 
or carriages in the streets were registered. 

In the week 4426 births and 3617 deaths were registered in 
London and in thirteen other large towns in the United Kingdom. 
The annual rate of mortality was 29 per 1000 persons Living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 28 per 1000 in 
London, 32 in Edinburgh, and 28 in Dublin; 22 in Bristol, 21 im 
Birmingham, 29 in anees 32 in Manchester, 39 in Salford, 27 
in Sheffield, 38 in Bradford, 38 in Leeds, 23 in Hull, 32 in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, and 39in Glasgow. The fatal prevalence of smallpox in 
Sheffield shows no decline. During last week 17 more deaths were 
ecorded from this disease within the borough, making a total of 
251 that have occurred since the beginning of July last. Of the LY 
last week, 10 were certified as of unvaccinated persons, and it was 
not stated with regard to the other seven cases whether vaccination 
had or had not been performed. Smallpox has also recently pre- 
vailed in Hull, and in the Myton sub-district four deaths resulted 
therefrom last week, all unvaccinated cases. The mortality from 
scarlatina in Manchester and Salford, and from typhus in Liverpool, 
showed but a slight decline upon recent weeks. The excess of 
deaths in Leeds is ina great measure due to an epidemic of m2asles.

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THE NEW GOVERNOR- 


GENERAL OF INDIA. 
The Right Hon. Richard South- 
well Bourke, sixth Earl of 
Mayo, Viscount Mayo of Mony- 
crower, Baron Naas of Naas, 
county Kildare, in the Peerage of 
Ireland, late Secretary for Ireland, 
and now Governor-General of 
India, was born in Dublin, in 
1822. He succeeded his father, 
fifth Earl and a representative 
Peer for Ireland in the House of 
Lords, in 1867. His mother was 
daughter and heiress of the late 
Hon. John Jocel who was 
uncle to the third Earl of Roden. 
He was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin; and married, in 
1848, the Hon. Blanche Julia 
Wyndham, third daughter of the 
first Lord Leconfield. Early in life 
he was initiated into the habitudes 
of Dublin Castle, having been 
Gentleman of the Bedchamber to 
Lord Heytesbury when that 
nobleman was Lord Lieutenant. 
He first entered Parliament as 
representative of his native 
county of Kildare, in 1847; and 
on the accession to office of 
the first Ministry of the Earl 
of Derby he was appointed 
Secretary for Ireland. Although 
at that time thirty years of age, 
his appearance was so youthful 
that when he became so pro- 
minent a figure in the House, he 
received a sobriquet, intended to 
indicate this youthfulness of look 
and a certain rotundity of form 
which pertained to him. On his 
appointment to office he did not 
seek re-election for Kildare 
county, but was elected for Cole- 
raine, Which he represented until 
the general election of 1857, when 
he was returned for Cockermouth, 
a borough in which the father of 
his wife may be supposed, from 
territorial causes, to have some 
influence; and he sat for that 
place until the end of the late 
session of Parliament. In 1859, 
on the advent of thesecond Derby 
Government, he was again ap- 
pointed Secretary for Ireland; 
and, by an obvious and natural 
sequence, once more assumed that 
post when a third Derby Ministry 
came in, in 1866. Until last year 
he was known, by his title of 
courtesy, as Lord Naas; and 
when he succeeded to the Earldom 
of Mayo, on his father’s death, 
no change took place either 
in his Parliamentary or official

But his last tenure of the office 
was troubled by Fenianism in a 
state of activity ; and all last year 
he was engaged in the difficult 
task of assisting to devise a 
icy for Ireland by which the 
inistry of Mr. Disraeli was to 
satisfy Parliament and the coun- 
try. His long speech of nearl 
four hours, in March last, whic 
he delivered to a very thin House, 
was the development of the pro- 
ject of the Conservative Govern- 
ment. In its results, every way, 
it proved a failure; and from 
that time it was apparent to 
Parliamentary observers that 
Lord Mayo had lost heart as 
Minister for Ireland ; and ramours 
of the failing of his health were 
abroad, confirmed by enforced 
absence from the House.

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THE NEW ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY. 


The appointment of a Bishop or Archbishop of the Established 
Church of England, according to constitutional usage, is made by 
the Prime Minister in the name of the Queen; but theecclesiastical 
authority of the office is derived, by canon law, from an election by 
the Dean and Canons of the Diocesan Cathedral Church; who are 
nevertheless obliged, by the statutes of the realm, to elect the 
, a nominated beforehand by the Crown. It has been known, 

uring several weeks past, that Mr. Disraeli had appointed the 
Bishop of London to promotion as the future Primate or Metro- 
— of the English Church. At a meeting of the Chapter of 

anterbury Cathedral, yesterday week, the presiding, her 
Majesty’s Congé d’Elire nominating a successor to the late Dr. 
Longley in the archiepiscopal chair was read and acted upon in 
the unanimous election of Dr. A. C. Tait, late Bishop of London. 
The bells of the cathedral were rung during the day in celebration 
of the event. \ 

The Most Reverend Archibald Campbell Tait was born at 
Edinburgh, on Dec. 22, 1811, and is therefore nearly fifty-seven 
years of age. He is the fifth and youngest son of a Scotch attorney, 
or “writer to the signet,’”’ the late Crawford Tait, Esq., who 
resided at Harvieston, in the county of Clackmannan. The mother 
of the Archbishop was a daughter 
of Sir Islay Campbell, Bart., of 
Succoth, & tch Judge, who be- 
came Lord President of the Court 
of Session, when he was known 
by the courtesy title of Lord 
Succoth. The subject of this 
memoir was educated first at 
the High School and at the 
Academy of Edinburgh, under 
Archdeacon Williams; after- 
wards gt the University of 
Glasgow, where he attended the 
instruction of Mr. Buchanan and 
Sir David Sandford; and finall 
at Balliol College, Oxford, whic 
he entered in 1830, having been 
elected an exhibitioner on Snell’s 
foundation. He became succes- 
sively a scholar, a fellow, anda 
tutor of Balliol College, having 
taken his degree with first-class 
honours; and he also became, at 
a later period, a public examiner 
of the University. He was one of 
the four tutors of colleges at Ox- 
ford who called for the censure of 
the University authorities upon 
Tract 90, written by Mr. Newman 
(now styled Father Newman) to 
prove that Roman Catholics might 
sign the Thirty-nine Articlesofthe 
English Church ‘ina non-natural 
sense.”’ Mr. Tait would have been 
appointed, in 1838, Professor of 
Greek in the University of 
Glasgow, to succeed his old 
teacher, Sir D. K. Sandford, but 
for his being then in the orders 
of the Church of England. — 
the death, howev«r, of the Rev. Dr. 
Arnold, in 1842, he was selected 
for the more important office of 
Head Master of Rugby School, 
This was filled by Dr. Tait during 
eight years, till having, by 
severely zealous labour in the 
school, injured his health, in 
April, 1850, he accepted the 
Deanery of Carlisle, offered him 
by Lord John Russell. Dean 
Tait was not, indeed, one of those 
Deans who make their dignified 
residence in a cathedral close a 
place of clerical leisure ; he used 
to preach nearly every Sunday, 
to superintend the town cha- 
rities, to visit the poor, and 
to manage the charity schools; 
he did the work of a clergyman 
with a large parish, besides attend- 
ing to his business as Dean. He 
was also an active member of the 
Oxford University Commission. 
He had marri some years 
before, a daughter of the late 
Archdeacon Spooner, brother to 
the late Mr. Spooner, of Bir- 
mingham, banker and M.P. for 
Warwickshire, and uncle to the 
Bishop of Oxford; so that the 
two prelates may said to be 
first cousins-in-law to each other. 
The death, within a few days, of 
several of Dr. Tait’s chil 
while he lived at Carlisle, exci 
very general sympathy for him 
in that bezeavement. It was in

A zo having been circulated that the money provided for the 
rebuilding Her Majesty’s Theatre has been exhausted, this assertion 
has been contradicted by the Builder. ‘We are enabled,” says 
that journal, ‘‘to say, not merely that this is incorrect, but that 
there are not the slightest grounds for the assertion. A consider- 
able amount of work has been done, considering the limited time 
which has ela since its commencement. The building is now 
roofed in, and the greater of the ironwork and the stone stairs 
fixed; and there appears little doubt, judging from the forward 
state of the building, as to the theatre bein, completed by the end 
of next March, according to vontract. In rebuilding, care has been 
taken to provide the additional stage accommodation, before so 
much required, without materially encroaching upon the area of 
the auditorium; also to improve the entrances and exits; and the 
staircases have been arranged so that no part of the theatre will be 
without two, at least, staircases or of communication. 
There will be three saloons exclusively for ladies (the late house 
having no such accommodation) ; the boxes have been increased in 
height, and they will consist of four tiers and a half. No use will 
be e of the roof over the auditorium or stage, and, the roof 
being of iron, the risk of fire will thereby be reduced; the car- 
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penters’ shops and painting-rooms, before in the roof, have been 
placed next the Haymarket, on the east side of the stage; the = 
perties and stores have been provided for on the basement. e 
stage is se’ ted from the auditorium by a thick wall, continued 
through the roof, without openings, except for the stage; the

Enid» By Alfred Tennyson. Illustrated by Gustave Doré. 
(E. Moxdh and Co.) These magnificent publications of the 
** Idylls of the King,’’ the noblest work of the best living English 
poet,y.- the designs of a marvellous graphic genius—scarcely 
now to ve matched in his own domain of art—to render those 
sublime or graceful conceptions visible to the reader’s eye, have 
been noticed and admired. The present volume, containing the 
poem of “‘ Enid,’’ which some have felt as the purest and sweetest 
of them all, is uniform, of course, with the preceding volumes, 
** Elaine,’’ ‘* Vivien,’ and ‘* Guinevere.’”’ The luxury of 
superb typography, the beauties of paper and print in their 
fullest perfection, and the outward splendour of a rich 
ornamental cover, lend new charms to the reading even of a story 
which is told in such music as that of Tennyson's verse, and which 
affects the mind with such high pleasure as he knows how to impart. 
But the illustrations, of which there are nine, exquisitely engraved 
on steel, appear to us not less successful, if not more ectly in 
harmony with the imagination of the poet, than those before pub- 
lished. If they exhibit not so many of Doré’s charact@istic tours 
de force, they are comparatively free, on the other hand, from his 
besetting faults. The subjects he has delineated are these:—

is the third mentioned, with its view of the castle upon the rock, 
and of the town nestling in the valley beneath, the knight on horse- 
back in the foreground. The scene in Earl Doorm’s banquet-hall, 
with the stern figure and face of Geraint avenging the brutal insult 
to his wife, is represented with great dramatic power. 

The Nobility of Life,its Graces, and Virtues. With Twenty-four 
Original Pictures, Printed in Colours. (F. Warne andCo.) Underthis 
title, which savours too much of sentimental affectation, here is a 
collection of prose and verse extracts from many good English 
writers, concerning the best moral qualities and conditions of 
humanity. Faith, hope, and charity; truth, justice, mercy, and 
courage; friendship and affection; patriotism, duty, obedience ; 
hospitality and cheerfulness ; resignation and self-denial ; with the 
natural endowments of genius and beauty, and the successive 
stages of childhood, youth, manhood, and old age, constitute the 
subjects both of the literary selection and likewise of the pictorial 
illustrations. The editor of the former, Mr. L. Valentine, has 
chosen a great variety of wise and beautiful sentences, from a wide 
circle of our centerd authors, who can never be too often brought 
to our remembrance. The coloured pomanee are of no great merit, 
either in design or in execution ; the decorative borders of the pages 
are rather pretty. 


Gems of Nature and Art. Embellished with Twenty-four Illus- 
trations by Eminent Artists, Printed in Colours. (Groombridge 
and Sons.) It is to be regretted that the title of this instructive 
and elegant volume is one so nearly resembling that of the “‘Gems 
of Art,”’ described in a preceding notice. We should rank 
the “Gems of Nature and Art’’ as a fair second to that publi- 
cation among the books with colour-printed illustrations. The 
scope of their respective contents, however, is different in the two 
cases, notwithstanding the similarity of their titles; and they are 
far removed from competing with each ether on the ground of the 
same kind of subject-matter. In the book now before us we find 
no reproductions of any works of the old or modern painters; and 
the only subjects belonging, in any way, to the domain of the Fine 
Arts are the cameo portrait of the Roman Emperor Augustus, in 
the Blacas Collection ; some pieces of ancient Assyrian jewellery, 
from the ruins of Nineveh; Mr. Fairholt’s examples of house- 
painting in Upper Egypt; and a few specimens of medieval art- 
manufactures m the Loan Collection at South Kensington. 
The rest of the colour-printing designs, which are very good, and 
very well put on paper, deal with subjects of natural history—birds, 
insects, flowers, and shells—with a correct scientific memoir of each 
subject, pleasantly written, and accompanied by a suitable passage 
of poetry quoted at the head of each chapter. Many readers, with 
a taste for botany or zoology, will prefer this book to any other. 


An Elegy Written in a Country Churchyard. By Thomas Gray. 
(Sampson Low, Son, and Marston.) There is really nothing to be 
said for this attempt to illustrate Gray's ‘Elegy’ by the process 
of colour-printing, except that the failure is not due to the 
designers.

VOLUNTEER PRIZE PRESENTATIONS. 


The 19th Middlesex Rifle Corps, having sprung from the Working 
Men’s College, in Great Ormond-street, has always been looked 
upon, and prides itself in being thought, one of the best of the 
metropolitan artisan corps. It was started by Mr. Thomas Hughes, 
M.P., the popular author of ‘‘Tom Brown,” in the summer of 
1859, but it was not long before it reached its maximum strength of 
ten companies, and it has never had to reduce its numbers; while, 
thanks to the great economy practised in the co it has never 
lacked good officers. Brigadier-General M‘Murdo, the first 
Inspector-General of Volunteers, took an especial interest in this 
corps ; and, at the great reviews and field-days, he always intrusted 
the 19th with some of the hardest and most difficult work. It soon 
began also to distinguish itself as a shooting corps; and, under 
the fostering care of Captain H. H. Williams, sometime Captain 
of the International English Twenty, and now Lieutenant-Colonel 
of the 39th Middl was able to send a team each year to the 
op meeting of the National Rifle Association at Wimbledon. It 

never yet come away empty-handed from that grand assem- 
blage of great shots; while some of the most valuable prizes—the 
Dudley cup, a volley-firing prize, and the Middlesex bronze 
medal, for Denes huave m won by representatives of this 
corps. It has also held its own amongst the best shooting bat- 
talions in the metropolis, having beaten the London Scottish, the 
South Middlesex, the 7th Administrative Battalion of Middlesex, 
the 37th Middlesex, and several other corps. In the last season, 
however, it has, in its turn, been vanquished by the St. oma? 
corps and by the Liverpool Rifle Brigade, after a close contest. e 
success it has gained in shooting is, no doubt, principally due to the 
exertions of the corps shooting committee and to the attention paid 
to the selection of teams, which does particular credit to Ensign 
Bolton, the secre of that committee. The t drawback, 
however, is, and has , the want of a range within a reasonable 
distance of town. The practice butts at present used are situated 
on Epsom Downe, the journey to and from which place entails the 
loss of the greater part of a day, and is rather too expensive. Why 
a corps financially so poor as this should not be allowed to shoot at 
the "Wimbledon ranges seems hard to explain, seeing that some 
richer, but in no respect more efficient, corps are allowed to 
practice there at merely nominal rentals. It has been said, as an 
excuse, that it would not be safe to have any but crack shooting corps 
using the Wimbledon a for their cross-firing. In reply to this 
objection, it is suggested that the metropolitan corps might shoot in 
competition for the privilege of using the ranges. is would give an 
immense stimulus to good shooting, as that privilege would be worth, 
in saving of rent and in training extra efficients, as much as £200 
a year to the winning corps; and the ranges would, if anything, 
be even safer than they are now, because none but the best ing 
corps would then use them.

At the end of 
that time they were observed by the captain of the Lucy and Paul, 
who bore down upon the wreck, rescued the crew, and brought them 
to Whitehaven.
